Violated Health Law. 


At a hearing held before Justice J. L. 


Hill on Saturday morning, Haber A. Brcn- 
izer, a Hamiltonban township farmer, was 
charged w'th violation of quarantine reg- 
ulations. He was sentenced to pay the 
costs and at the request of John D. Keith, 
Esq , local counsel for the State Depart- 
ment of Health, the imposition of fines 
was withheld. The minimun fines would 
have aggregated $70. On June 12th, Mr. 
Brenizer's 30-year-old daughter, Esther, 
was reported as having the mumps, the 
date of the onset of the disease being giv- 
en as June 2nd. On June 14th, the quar- 
antine was imposed, which, under the act, 
would have been for a period of sixteen 
days from the date of onset and would 
have 
expired a t midnight, on Sun- 


day, June ISth. On this latter date, Mr. 
Brenizer drove to Fail-field, having left the 
quarantined premises without permission 
from the health authorities, the fine for 
such violations being not less than $50 nor 
more than $100. And on the same day 
his daughter, Esther, was permitted to at- 
tend Sunday school at Fairfield for which 
Mr. Brenizer was subject to a fine of not 
less than $20 nor more than $100.

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23 TROOPERSJVERE SLAIN 


Captain Morey, V/oundcd in Carrizal 


Fight, is Rescued. 


Twenty-three American soldiers are 


known to have lost their lives on the 
battlefield at Carrizal, according to a 
'report to Brigadier General John J. 
Pershing from 
Major Jenkins, com- 


manding the Eleventh Cavalry column, 
ordered to scour the country in the 
vicinity I'or survivors. 


The report told of the rescue in safe- 


ty of Captain Lewis S. Morey, after 
he had niAde a daring stand in the 
lace of heavy Mexican odds and heroic 
personal sacrifices, in an effort to save 
the lives of his men. 
Major Jenkins 


said he had evidence that nine Ameri- 
can troopers, in addition to those pre- 
viously reported dead, had been killed. 


Captain Morey was brought to head- 


quarters, in a motor car. 
He is in 


splendid condition physically consid- 
ering the privation he endured before 
he was found. His wounds were treat- 
ed, and it is believed he will be on his 
feet again in a day or two. 


A note found on the body of Captain 


Charles T. Boyd, the American com- 
mander, who lost his life in a charge 
on the Mexico machine gun trench, 
proved that Generail Felix Gomez tlie 
Mexican commander, invited him into 
the town of Carrizal, and that he had 
refused, and afterward conferred with 
Gomez outside the town. 


Neither the note-book 
of Captain 


Boyd nor that of Captain Morey, both 
of which they recovered, threw any 
new light on the clash, according to 
the report. 
After General Pershing 


said forty-three members of the com- 
mand engaged had been accounted for, 
and that one other was known to be 
alive, but is lost in the desert. The 
remainder of the eighty-four men who 
made up the detachment are believed 
to have been killed or made prisoner.

not start in earnest until autumn.

TOCALLGONGRES 
IN JOINT SESSION 


Mr. Wilson May Lay Mexican Sit- 


uation Before Both Houses. 


President Wilson will likely placs 


the entire Mexican situation before 
congress at a special joint session, un- 
less, in the meantime, General Car- 
ranza meets the views of tlie United 
States. 


"tt'he'her the president will ask for 


a declaration of war on the de facto 
government of Mexico, or will suggest 
passage of a resolution such as was 
adopted at the time of the Vera Cruz 
incident, permitting him to utilize the 
armed lorces, of the government to en- 
force the decrees of tlie state depart- 
ment, has not been decided. Congress, 
the leaders said, will follow any plan 
the president suggests. 


Whether a state of war snail exist 


between the United States and the de 
facto government depends upon the 
formal declaration of policy by General 
Carranza, which is expected hourly in 
response to the note telegraphed to 
Mexico Sunday by Secretary of State 
Lansing. 


The American government will in- 


sist/ as Secretary Lansing said In the 
note, upon the immediate release of 
tho cavalrymen captured at Carrizal, 
but high officials of the administration 
explain that the course of the United 
States will be determined by Carran- 
za's final statement of his intentions 
toward 
the 
American expedition in 


Mexico, rather than on the specific 
circumstances 
of the Carrizal inci- 


dent. 


The note reached Mexico City Sun- 


day night, and .lames Linn Rodgers, 
special agent, arranged to deliver it 
immediately, according to a cablegram 
from Mr. Rodgers. There was noth- 
ing in the message to indicate how the 
demand was received or when a reply 
might be expected. 


Secretary Lansing's communication 


disclosed that General Carranza had 
admitted, in a note received by the 
Btate department, issuing orders 
to 


General Jacinto Trevino, at Chihua- 
hua, to attack American forces moving 
In any direction except toward the 
border. In carrying out these orders, 
the attack at Carrizal occurred. 


Consequently, the American govern- 


ment now considers the de facto gov- 
ernment responsible for the attack and 
gives him a. final opportunity to change 
his attitude. 


After a conference between Secre- 


tary Lansing and Minister CalderOn, 
of Bolivia, it was announced that no 
offer to mediate differences between 
Mexico and the United States would 
be made by the Latin-American repub- 
lics at this time. 


Incidentally, there were rumors at 


hte several Central and South Ameri- 
can legations that there was a "de- 
cided improvement" in the situation 
in Mexico City. These rumors took 
the form of intimations that Carranza 
had been subjected to such pressure 
that he is disposed to make the con- 
cessions demanded by the 
United 


States provided he can "be assured 
that the Latin-Americans, in all medi- 
ation offers, would insist that the sov- 
ereignty of Mexico be respected."

KILLS TWO AMERICANS 


Mexicans Slay Cattlemen in Sonora. 


Englishman Dies of Wounds. 


William Robertson and Tom Sydney, 


American cattlemen, have been killed 
by Mexicans southeast of Nacozari.

Using milk and add- 
ing it before the flour is brown makes 
a white sauce. With half cream and 
half white stock flavored with mush- 
rooms and a dash of lemon juice it 
becomes Bechamel; cut out half the 
flour and add the yolks of three eggs, 
lemon juice, onion and another table- 
spoonful of butter for a Hollandaise; 
double the proportion of flour and it 
furnishes a thick sauce for delicate 
croquettes. 


Brown Sauce. — Cook a half a table- 


spoonful of flour in a tablespoonful 
of butter until well browned; add a 
tablespoonful of chopped oiiion with 
other vegetables if liked; cover and 
simmer until soft. Add one cupful of 
water or stock, a half teaspoouful of 
salt, six peppercorns, a half a bay leaf 
and Dimmer gently ten minutes. Strain 
and serve. 


Oyster Sauce. — Parboil and drain a 


half pint of oysters. 
Add cream to 


the liquor to make one cupful, prepare 
as white sauce adding the oysters at 
The last. 


Lobster sauce is prepared the same 


way, using stock instead of cream and 
mincing the lobster before adding it 
to the sauce. 


Bread Sauce. — Crumble fine stale 


bread crumbs in a saucepan with a 
half cupful of cold milk and six 
cracked peppercorns. 
Let simmer five 


minutes, then add a half cupful of 
cream, a teaspoonful of salt, but do 
not stir;. simmer until all is absorbed. 
This is excellent to serve with roast 
birds.

cupful of milk, two and a half cup­ 
fuls of graham flour, three teaspoon- 
s of baking powder, a HUIe salt and 
a cupful of dates, cut fine. 
Steam two 
hours in a covered mold. 
A tube 
mold is better.

Pudding.—Wash 
a 
cupful <of rice and cook it in salted 
water <(one cupful) 
until it is ab­ 
sorbed.. 
Add a quart of hot milk and 
cook until the rice is soft; then add 
two 
well-beaten 
eggs. 
Melt 
tliree- 
fourths of a cupful» of sugar until a 
light brown;7 cover the bottom and 
sides of a pudding dish with this cara­ 
mel. Turn in the rice and cook in hot 
water for half an hour.

down on a serving dish and let stand 
ten minutes, and it will slip out easily.

Brov/n Sauce.—Cook a half a table­ 
spoonful of flour in a tablespoonful 
of butter until well browned; add a 
tablespoonful of c h o k e d onion with 
other vegetables if liked; cover and 
simmer until soft. 
Add one cupful of 
water or stock, a half teaspoonful of 
salt, six peppercorns, a half a bay leaf 
and ^im m er gently ten minutes. Strain 
and serve. 
Oyster Sauce.—Parboil and drain a 
half pint of oysters. 
Add cream to 
tho liquor to make one cupful, prepare 
as white sauce adding the oysters at 
Tho last. 
Lobster sauce is prepared the same 
way, using stock instead of cream and 
mincing the lobster before adding it 
to the sauce. 
Bread Sauce.—Crumble fine stale 
bread crumbs in a saucepan with a 
half cupful 
of cold milk and six 
cracked peppercorns. 
Let simmer five 
minutes, then add a half cupful of 
cream, a teaspoonful of salt, but do 
not stir; simmer until all is absorbed. 
This is excellent to serve with roast 
birds.

In Midnight Shooting Affray 
The declaration of one man that he could 


beat the horse of another a 300-yard race 
on foot, started an argument that led to a 
shooting affair on Wolf Hill, late Saturday 
night, resulting in slight wounds to Henry 
Castle}* and John Gastley. neither of them 
principals in the argument. Ernest Hans- 
ford, who resides on the Weems Black 
farm, is in jail charged with the shooting. 
It appears that the Gastleys and Hansford 
were in Gettysburg during the evening and 
all of them had been drinking some, accord- 
ing to their own admissions. Returning 
home about 10:30 o'clock, they stopped at 
Gastley's home and there the discussion of 
the merits of horse flesh owned by the 
Gastleys ensued, Hansford backing a horse 
owned by John Gastley. George Gastley, 
owuer of the other horse, became irate and 
the climax was reached when Hansford 
made the statement of his chances with 
George's horse in a short race. 


Some threats were made, according to 


the prisoner, and he hurried to his home, 
where he secured a shot gun. Telling his 
wife of the occurrence and saying that he 
felt safer outside, where he would not so 
easily be found by Gastley, should he be 
hunting him, Hansford went to a smsl* 
patch near his house. Soon, he declares, 
he heard the Gastleys coming toward his 
farm and called to them not to cross the 
line 
He says they continued and he fired 


twice into the air, to frighten them, this 
being substantiated by the story of the 
others. The third shot struck Henry Gast- 
ley and John Gastley as they rounded the 
corner of their stable, peJhaps 20 paces 
from Hansford. The prisoner could not 
see them, but followed them by means of 
the lantern they were carrying. After the 
shooting, George Gastley went to Gettys- 
burg and secured Constable Wilson, Depu- 
ty Sheriff Hartman and District Attorney 
Topper, who were taken to the scene. 
They went to Hansford's house and Officer 
Wilson placed him under arrest, the man 
making no resistance whatever. In his 
statement he said he did not know whether 
he had hit them, for after he shot he hur- 
ried borne. Hansford used a shot gun, 
about fourteen shot from the last charge 
lodging in the bodies of Henry Gastley 
and John Gastley.

Fire Damages Blacksmith Shop 


Fire, the origin of which is unknown, 


partly destroyed the blacksmith shop on 
the farm belonging to Bernard S. Jenkins, 
of Oxford township, and tenanted by Jas. 
Livelsberger, who conducts the shop, sit- 
uated several hundred yards west of Con- 
ewago Chapel, in Conewago township, 
early on Friday morning, causing a loss of 
nearly $200. The fire was discovered by 
Mr. Livelsberger who noticed the reflec- 
tion thru hij bedroom window about 1 o'- 
clock. He summoned Harry Smith and 
sons, living on the Chapel farm, and with 
other neighbors, formed a bucket brigade 
which gained control of the fire, thereby 
saving also the house, stable and other 
buildings in close proximity to the burn- 
ing building.

Repairs to be Made to Bridge. 


A recent investigation disclosed the face 


that the wins-walls of the arched bridge 
across the Conewago crc/ek, on the High- 
way, at Lingg's Mill, near town, have 
been falling away, and it is necessary' that 
the county commissioners reenforce the 
supports at once to make the bridge quite 
safe. The question of changing the style 
of the crussin:; is being considered, in or- 
der to cut away the bump in the bridge, 
and thereby eliminate the danger attach- 
ed to croecitig. As it is now, passing ve- 
hicles are not in view of each other until 
at the crest of the bump; and, besides, the 
roadway is \ciy nairow. ranking crossing 
extremely dangerous, especially at night. 
A number of accidents have occurred at 
this bridge: only within the last vear a 
Scranton sidesman lost his life in tumbling 
down O v e r the embankment following a 
collision. This bridge has been a source of 
cons-taut trouble ami annoyance for years. 
Just what changes will be made have not 
been definitely decided upon, though con- 
tracts for the \\oik are expected to be giv- 
en out soon. The re-constructed bridge 
will likely be built with iron eye-beams the 
floor to be uf concrete. As contemplated, 
a clear sight acrobs the bridge will be pos- 
sible.

A rcccnt investigation disclosed thc fact 
that the wing-walls of thc arched bridge 
across the Conewago crtfek, on thc High- 
►way, at Lingg’s Mill, near town, have 
been falling away, and it is nccessary that 
the county commissioners reenforce the 
supports at once to make the bridge quite 
safe. The question of changing thc style 
of the crossing is being considered, in or* 
dcr to cut away thc bump In the bridge, 
and thereby eliminate the danger attach­ 
ed to crossing. As it is now, passing ve­ 
hicles are not in view of each other until 
at thc crest of the bump; and, besides, the 
roadway is very narrow, making crossing 
extremely dangerous, especially at night. 
A number of accidents have occurred at 
this bridge; only within the last year a 
Scranton shlesman lost his life in tumbling 
down over the embankment following a 
collision. This bridge has been a source of 
constant trouble and annoyance for years. 
Just what changes will be made have not 
been definitely decided upon, though con­ 
tracts for the work are expected to be giv­ 
en out soon.

The animal became 
frightened at the basket and kicked its 
owner into a corner of the stall and kept 
him there a prisoner, viciously raining 
blows with its hoofs upon the head and 
body of its owner. The noise attracted 
the attention ot an employp, who took the 
animal from the stall. After washing the 
dirt and blood from his person it was 
found that Mr. Rudy had been kicked in 
more than a dozen, places on his body.

The hunters and trappers of Pennsyl-

Federal Inquiry or 
Railroad Strike? 


Faced by demands from the conductors, engineers, firemen and brakemen 
that would impose on the country an additional burden in transportation costs of 
$100,000,000 a year, the railroads propose that this wage problem be settled by 
reference to an impartial Federal tribunal. 
With these employes, whose efficient service is acknowledged, the railroads 
have no differences th»at could not be considered fairly and decided »justly by such 
a public body. 
Railroads Urge Public Inquiry and Arbitration 
The formal proposal of the railroads to the employes for the settlement of 
the controversy is as follows: 


•'Our conferences have demonstrated that xrc « annot harmonize our difference* of opinion and that eventually tht 
matters in controversy must be pasted upon by other and disinterested agencies; Therefore, we propose tha* your 
proposals and the proposition of the railways be disposed of by one or the other of the following methods: 
1. Preferably bv submission to the Interstate Commerce Commission, the only tribunal which, by reason of it* 
accumulated information bearing on railway conditions and its control of the revenue of the railways, is in a posi­ 
tion to consider and protect the rights and equities of all the interests affected, and to provide additional revenue 
necessary to meet the added cost of operation in case your proposals are found by the Commission to be just and 
reasonable; or, in the event the Interstate Commerce Commission cannot, under existing laws, act in the premises, 
that we jointly request Congress to take such action as may be necessary to enable the Commission to consider and 
prcinptly dispose of the questions involved; or 
2. By arbitration in accordance with the provisions of thc Federal law ” (T he Newlands Act). 
Leaders Refuse Offer and Take Strike Vote 
Leaders of the train service brotherhoods, at the joint conference held in New 
York, June 1-15, refused the offer of the railroads to submit the issue to arbitration 
or Federal review, and the employes are now voting on the question whether 
authority shall be given these leaders to declare a nation-wide strike. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission is proposed by the railroads as the 
public body to which this issue ought to be referred for these reasons: 


No other body with such an intimate knowi-dge 
of railroad conditions has such an unquestioned posi* 
tion in the public confidence. 
T he rates the railroads may charge the public for 
transportation are now largely fixed by this Govern­ 
ment board. 
Out of every dollar received by the railroads from 
the public nearly one-half is paid directly to the cm- 


ployes as wages; and the money to pay increased wapcs 
can come from no other source than the rates paid 
by thc public. 
* 


T h c Interstate Commerce Commission, with its con* 
trol over rates, is in a position to make a complete 
investigation and render such decision as would pro­ 
tect the interests of the railroad employes, the owners 
of the railroads, and the public. 
A Question For the Public to Decide 
The railroads feel that they have no right to grant a wage preferment of 
$100,000,000 a year to these employes, now highly paid and constituting only 
one-fifth of all the employes, without a clear mandate from a public tribunal that 
shall determine the merits of the case after a njyiew of all the facts. 
The single issue before the country is whether this controversy is to be settled by an 
impartial Government inquiry or by industrial warfare.
